AVlnnipeg, Aug-. 3.— What will be the 
extent of damage wrought by the i)ro- 
longed drought on thi.! spring wheal 
crojj can only bo determined by 
threshing returns, but the past forl- 
nlght or extreme and altogether un- 
usual heat lias played sad havoc with 
eatimatus muUe In the middle of July 
regarding the average yield and total 
crop. 

iMucH ol . the spring wheat was 
caught by the torrid wavo In the mill;: 
stage, and altMough there was lots of 
niolsuro In the ground to withstand 
any ordinary drought, the intense and 
prolonged heat has beyond question 
checlced the development oi; the grain, 
tending to parch it and prevent tho 
fiUtenliig out of kennels sneh as 
would have taken place under average 
con.ditlons. What proportion of wheat 
is so affected remains to be seen, but 
it is not likely more than twenty-five 
per cent. 

On the other hand jilontiful rains 
and cool weathei' are urgently neednd 
this week to restart growth and give 
the shrivelled .shoots and Straw a 
chance to recuperatti and perform their 
duty by the ear. 

Cases of black rust," well, authenti- 
cated, are reported^fiiom North Dakota 
but none so far have made their ap- 
Ijoarance north of tho boundary^ and 
southern Mariitolia Is quite freo from 
this scourge, as is also the rest of tho 
Canadian pralrlo west. 

With noripal conditions from now on 
the country, should safely~ harvest a 
good avcrngo crop, which with the big 
area .scedi'd should total well over a. 
round hundred million bushols and the 
prospects aro tliat an unusually large 
liercCntnpe of whe-at will grade high.

Fernle, B. C. Aug. 3'.— No person 
who has not seen it can Imagine tho 
awful devastation which in the short 
space of two hours transferred what 
was a busy Iiivo of industry into a 
dcKolato wa.sti! ot smoking ruius and 
left 6,000 pnoplo homeless. 

The .icene during the progress ot 
the tiro Is described as api)alllng. Men, 
women and children fled, shrlcklpg for 
their lives, leaving everything thoy 
possessed on earth to the morcy of the 
devouring clement. In tho confusion 
motliers were separated from their 
cliildren, husbands from wives, and 
scenes pathetic in the extreme are 
described. Little liaU'-clad children, 
scarcely able to walk, mothers with 
almost naked babe.'; in their arms, 
were bundled in-omiscuously into box 
cars and hurried to jilaccs of safety, 
some west, some cast. 

iMany eases of heroism and disre- 
gard for xjoraonal safety in tho en-

Fi-oin :\licliol, wlicro tho fire sceno 
begins on the cast, for twenty miles 
west is yet a sea of Arc,, with miles 
and miles of blazing mountain sides. 

Michel is safe^ " yet the .whole valley 
of:.the river la. oh; Are, Gtild'if a wind 
starts up.'the' wl^Ole itowh ils doomed. 
All the women.' and children have been 
sent to BlBlrmOTC? Frank aiid Coleman 
for safety". • All J'tho. mines are shut 
down, and men sira "fighting the fires 
In relays, plowing guards, burning 
back liroH, clearing underbrush, soak- 
ing roofs ot houses with water, of 
which, fortun.ately, there is a good 
supply from the gravity system. 

Only about a dozen houses were 
burned in Hosmer, hut there la fire all 
around and meitjare . gshting for their 
Uvea to save thel1F-lfon3.es.and property. 
Many people ■from^iFernle have taken 
refuge jn tlio nti^v coke ovens- being 
builti by-. ,fhe CanoidianVPadficv Ayhere 
thjjy; rire safc,- :dven' If . the tawii :dbe?

- -At , Fernle, howovert'tdj? , the^groatest 
sceho of d630la}lQ|ilJ,'iSi^V;fiowftTvCounf, 
only twenty-five h6uRcs"-= are left 
standing. Not a business house Is 
left except tho Western Canada Com- 
pany's wliolesnle warehouse, and tho 
oHice of tho C. N. P. C. Co., which 
stood in the centre of a Sfiuare, and 
in which a large number of poopio took 
refuge from the fire which raged 
around them, escaping imharmcd. 

The whole city of Fernle, 'West 
Fernle, the Annex, tho "Old Town, 
]gp6nch town, and all tho lumber mills 
m and around Fernle aro wiped out, 
with tho exception of tho buildings 
named, besides the personal effects of 
tho inhabitants. I 

Brick, stono and" concrete banks, 
liotels and business blocks, which were 
ennsidered tiroproof, went down like 
straw before the heat from burning 
wooden biilUllngs dried to tindor by 
the Intense lieat of past few weeks. Iti 
tlui residential i)art of the citv most 
of th(^ liouses were of wood, and the 
lire, faimed by a high wind, swept 
everything before It, giving the In- 
mates scarcely time to cscajje witli 
their lives. 

The excellent ■ flro brigade was 
powerless to give assistance. No less 
than the skeletons of three hose reels 
which had to be abandoned by tho 
firemen stand on the streets, mcmon- 
to.s of man's efforts against tho 
flames, with eleven thousand feet of 
burned hose strewn In every direction. 

The only building In the business 
section i-emaining standing intact Is 
the new postoffice which was ncarlng 
coniplc-tion. 'J'he ■3tecl girders and 
everything else about tho building aro 
w.-irped and bent. 

The Canadian Pacific and Groat 
Northern railway aro heavy losers. 
Close on to two hundred cars of coal 
and coke were destroyed. Tho plies 
of burning coal and coke and warped 
steel rods, car wheels and trucks lie 
scattered all through the yards. Tho 
Calgary sleeper, standing on a side 
track, wa.^ destroyed. The coal com- 
pany's train of three passenger cars 
were burned, and a largoN number of 
Great Northern box cars. 

Rescuing the Sick. 

"When tho fire broke out, tho first 
care was to rescue the alck in the 
hospital. Ail were taken to tho coal 
company's office. Typhoid, scarlet 
fever and other patients "were hou.sed 
In the building, as there was no other 
l)laco to put thcni. Frantic and 
hysterical women rushed hither and 
tlilther, looking for their children, 
while men stared In each other's 
faces spcechlesH before tho great cal- 
amity. Over l-hrco thousand people 
have been taken to Cranbrook and 
other towns west and east. It is o.-itl- 
mateil that toni;;ht ."irjOO people aro 
without sliolter of any kind. 

All kinds of oxaggonitcd reports ot 
casualties arc being brought in, but 
many who wore, thou.ght to bo lost aro 
l)oing accounted for. It Is now thought 
will not be more than twenty or thirty. 
Relief Measures. 

On Sunday a relict commit too was 
or.'^anb.cil, with IMayor 'Tuttlo at Its 
head. Appeals wore BCiit out for re- 
lief. U]) to tonight, Cranbrook ha.3 
sent one carload of groccrlos, provi- 
sions and clothing, Calgary two cars, 
jMedlclno„Hat.i.one',.0£jr, ^lacleod. . one 
car, Lothbriago !Q«e ;,oar;- Nelson- one 
car, Spokane two cars. All. these towns 
have wired that more will bo sunt as 
required. The citi?.on.s of Cranbrook 
and other towns practically throw 
everything open to tlio rotugces. Tho 
C'.rs wore unloaded today and tholr 
contents ■.stored in planes underground. 
'J'heso arc expected to last about a 
week-, but what Is urgently needed is 
blankets and clothing. Nobody saved 
anythln.g in this line, and many only 
half clad have to lie out on tho ground 
without any covering whatever. 

HOfivy Losses, 

Tho loss is .estimated In Fernle as 



a. million dollars, and with the lum- 
ber loss will, it la estimated, reacli be- 
tween four and five million dollars. 
The amount oi; insurance is not linown, 
tiiougli It is in the uolghborhood of a 
niillion and a half. All records and 
policies were burned.

— The exact fate 
of the towns of Hosmer and IMichci, 
tlie extent of the death list and tlio 
discussion of tho riuestion whether In- 
cendiaries and not a hush fire caused 
the di.sastor aro tho three features of 
nowa interest in the Crow's Nest dis- 
trict. Meanwhile measures are going 
on from west as well as east to suc- 
cor tho poor folk who have lied from 
tho burned district. Rosaland tonlglit 
is taking five hundred of the overplus 
off tho hands of Cranbrook and Nel- 
son, and from Vancouver this after- 
noon the first carload of clothing and 
provisions -started for the upper coun- 
try. The relief fund is climbing well 
into the thousands. 

Of Hosmer It is known that meet of 
the residences of the new town were 
swept away this forenaon. The mine 
bulldlpss and maiihlne shops erected 
by the C.P.B.' for its great colliery are 
stiir intact- Doubt exists about tho 
real cop^ltlons at Michel. Ono part 
of the "town has been burned, and 
there appears to bo little hope of 
saving the remainder. 

Story of' incendiarism 

Tho story that Fernio was the vic- 
tim of Italian incendiaries seems in- 
orodible, but It is being urged by 
reputable business men of Fernle who 
arrived &t NelBOri this ftfterno<)n. Thoy 
say that flres Started In three places 
at ono time. These places were sepa- 
rated by many blocks. Five priHonor.s, 
all(^B(!d to ho, members of tlit? Black 
.Hand society, escaped a week ago 
from tlio Fernle jail. It Is urged that 
friends of the men, who were all re- 
captured and lodged In jnll, may have 
fired tho city, choosing nn opportune 
time when high wlndt) raged and a 
bUHb fire was pushing on not far away. 

No confirmation- Is obtainnblo of tho 
story that hIkIy man and two women 
were burned In a logging camp on tho 
lOlk rlvor. I'''or this rca.ion the des- 
jiatL'hfs' from Nelson and (^rjnbrook 
this evening discredit the report. A 
despatch' from Fernle tonight : eayi?

Refugees Reach Nelson. 
I Nelson, Aug. 3. — A party of men 
I reached here tonight from Fernle who 
were all through the Are. XChe men's 
story, and both Fernle and Cranbrook 
fall to give any further details as to 
the loss of life than there already 
sent. The number of people burned 
is still estimated at from 60 to 100, in 
round numbers, but we have been 
quite unable to get names or anything 
like a correct estimate. The most 
sensational story comes froni Cran- 
brook tonight, where it Is asserted 
that proof is fortheoming that three 
bush flres were started at Fernle 
which eventualljr' burned all tho town, 
with the express object of freeing tho 
five "Bl&cfc' Hand" suapects'unSler ar- 
rest In-Feirnle Jail. It, la a matter of 
fact that . whilfe' most' of thi prisoners 
woro given, their liberty the flve 'men 
in quo^jtlon, heavily ironed, wero 
taken to .

An Earlier Report 

Tho Dally News published an extra 
with the following account of tho dis- 
aster from Its., special correspondent 
at Fernle: 

Fernle is In ruins today, only thirty- 
two houses having survived the disas- 
trous flro which swept tho dty Out Of 
existence. . 

It Is not definitely known as yet 
whether any lives were lost in tho 
city proper, but the finding of several 
dead persons In the neighborhood of 
the city Is reported, and it is/ feared 
that many persons perished ia the 
flames. 

Tho bush fire wdiicli was raging in 
^Vest Fernie In tho morning jumped 
tlio river about three o'clock in the 
afternoon, striking tho south end of 
tho town. The f'ort Steele brewery 
was the first to go, and from there tho 
yi'parks carried the flr^ into the old 
town, which was.' soon a. pall of smok- 
ing embers.. At the stime time the 
Elk' Lumber company's mill and the 
'Cedar Vailoy mills caught fire and In 
an Incredibly short time "West Fornie 
was a scetlilng mass of ilames, tho 
p'coiilo fleeing for their lives. Tho 
conllagration jumped tho river by the 
wagon bridge and sot tiro to tho west 
ond of town.

"A relief organi-,:atlon wa.s immedi- 
ately completed when tho worst was 
over, and i)rovi3lona from the West- 
ern Canada . Wholesale company, 
whoso bulldlng.q*wi3re" saved, were dis- 
tributed, Hundreds of women . and 
children were sent to Cranbrbok by 
special train, and special constables 
were sWorn In to protect' property that 
had escaped tho flro demon. 

"Today cook stoves havo arrived 
from C!ranbrook .and the people ore 
being tod upon the coal company's 
lawns. Everything is running as 
smoothly a;: can bo expected, and hun- 
dreds of homeless iieoijlo art* being 
.sejU to neighboring .towns. Tho sceno 
during tho conflugr.-itlon defies do- 
.scrlptlon. It was simply a fight for 
every life, and to the credit of tlio 
cltl-/ono it. can bo said thoy fought 
nobly and well, and their duty mot 
without fllnchlug.

Paris, Aug. 3. — .So far as could be 
learned during the early hours today 
the 21-hours' general strike in Paris, 
Vtrhich WAS called by the' General Fed- t 
eratlon af Labor as a "protest against' 
the killing pf strikers at Vigrieux last ' 
week, was not as extensive as tho 
leaders had planned. No violence so 
fur has been reported. The infantry 
and troopens which' Mvere massed at 
tho central points ot" the city found 
nothing to do, as everything was or- 
derly. 

Many of the employees called out 
absolutely refused to join tho move- 
ment, the principal success of which 
was found In the tieing up of the 
newspapers, such journals as tho Gil 
Bias, tho Siuclc, the radical Petit 
Republiquo and tlic Libre Parole, fail- 
ing to appear. It was declared this 
.jnorn^ng .that the strikers were cen- 
tering ',;! their 'i'^ffortsi' upon the news- 
papers and -electricians, "thereby hop- 
ing to ' incommode ■ the public. The 
bakers and gas-men reported for work 
as usual this morning. The under- 
ground railway trains are running on 
time, and the life of the city is appar- 
ently normal. 

Later in the day more complete re- 
ports indicate that tho strike, except 
In case of the typesetters, was i)rac- 
tlcally a oci-npleto_ failure. The elec- 
tricians did not strike and a great ma- 
jority of men engaged in other trades, , 
and even the laborers who were large- 
ly responsible for tho Vigneux riot, 
reported for work. All tho afternoon 
newspapers today announce that they 
will appear as usual.

Langley street, except upon term.s 
tl!at are and aliparently are intended 
to be prohibitive. It Is not the habit 
or the .Colonist!- tdv And fault with- the 
way In ■ whlcX.?pi''vato Individuals or 
coritorations catry on their Inisincs.s, 
but In trio, case' of tln^ Hudson LJay 
Company, an organization wliieh has 
vast liiteri'.sls liei'e and atlminl.sti'rs 
them in a manner that seriou^fly. im- 
pedes the advancement of tha city, It 
seems to- bo "a -duty to ■ the public to 
protest afjain.'it tliis recent aetion. The 
company lioids a l)loek of land in tlie 
very heart of tlio business centre, 
which it will neither soli, lease por 
improve. It remains an eyesore and 
a drawback generally. We are not 
blaming the local aianugenicnt, who 
we assume liave notliiiig else to do 
witli such mattei's but to earry out 
the directions of tlieir superiors. But 
wo do say that the company Is not 
giving that consideration to the wel- 
fare of this city, v.-lileli the people of 
Victoria e.xpeet. AVhelher dv not 
tliere i.s any way by wliicli the man- 
agement of the company can be 
brouglit to realize what seems to 
every one else to be Us duty, wo do 
not know, but wo do know that Ih 
refusal to contribute towards the 
witlening of liangley street lias call 
forth a storm of adverse critlci^inl, tlie 
like of which has never before been 
directed against the company here.

FOREST FlfiES. 



Serious • forest llres are reported 
from several ' points on \'ancouvcr 
Island.. !J'^tre^"'\xdhder If people real- 
ist appreciate what theso fires 
ih'enn. How many people 'realize that 
a great forest lire on Vancouver Is- 
land might jn-ove a more pai-alyzhig 
disaster than the destruction of any 
two cities In the province? But this 
might very well bo true. The cities 
can bo rebuilt, and there Is always 
insurance; but tlie forests cannot be 
restored, insurance is impossible, and 
tlu! burnt-over land is rendered al- 
most useless for agricultural purposes. 
'Jfcien It may at any time happen that, 
as In the case of Fernie and neighbor- 
hood, a fcrest fire may destroy some 
of the smaller town.'^, ruin farm.s and 
kill many peoiile.: Tliese results are 
likely to follow from carele.ssnes.s on 
the part of tliose who ought to luiow 
better. 



. The amount of care necessary to ho. 
exercised In regard to fires is seareely 
appreciated by the great majority of 
people.: As liie matter Is of much 
importance, mention may bp made of 
an Incident of wliicli we can speak 
with pi'rsonal knowledge.: Near this 
city two weeks ago last Sunday a 
small picnic party built . a little fire 
to boll their kettle, and before leaving 
apparently did what seemed to lie 
iicces.s'§ry to e.Ktinguisli it. Tlii.s 
seems inferraljle from the fai-l that 
peofile eampiiig near liy did not olj- 
servc any snndl ,ot lire during Kunday 
night, Monday or Tuesday. On Wed- 
nesday evening there was a strong 
^iinell of fire and a little smoke was 
seen issuing from the spot.: Several 
]>all3 of water were thrown upon it, 
and apparently the fire was extingu- 
ished, but on the following Sunday it 
was blazing merrily again. This time 
the iftflTorts of extinguishing It were 
apparently successful, at least it lia.s 
not brolien out shiee. 'I'hi lire iiad 
burrowed its way through the vul)Soil 
of vfegetablo matter and when it iiad 
burned to a point whore the top soil 
was thin, it broite tiirough,^ This 
shows the great necMl of care. When 
a person Iniilds a lire in the woods, 
eare ouglU to lie taken to get down 
to the dami) soil, or gravel preferably. 
If this cannot bo done, all Infiammablo 
stuff should be removed from proxi- 
mity to the idaee ivliere tlie [ire la to 
be made, aiirl in any event the lire 
ought to be ('.vtinguished lieforo it is 
left. In the case above referred to no 
fire ought ever to have been kindled 
Where this one was. Of course such 
care as wo are urging' calls for con- 
.-i^lderable troulile, but no one has a 
rlglit to light a lire witlioiil taking 
• •very possible precaution. Clreat 
caro also is n«cesBary In the clearing 
of new' land, but we' ars Inclined to 
thlnV, that It Is u.yually exercised. 

In regard to the fires reported to 
exist, wo strongly advise; information 
iH.'ing sent to the provincial govern- 
ment at once, so that steps can be 
taken towards extinguishing them, If 
possible. The government has i^lready 
went men tlil.s season to .flglit' forest 
lire's, and wo are luatlslled ■yi\'?ll('^: '. l»,o 



The following interesting announce- 
nienl appeared in a recent issue of 
tiui LiOndon JMoriiing Leader:

A 
strong committee, witli Lord iliirii- 
liam as jiresident, has' been formed to 
Iiromote tliis oljjecl. Wo hope that tli 
invitation will be accepted by tlie' mos 
influential Journals of tiie self-govern 
iiiK States of the ]i]nipire. liy those of 
Inula, and the other Ini|)erial Depend 
eiu'ie.u, . and by tliose of the Crpwn 
colonies. Afiart from discussion ol iho 
various fini-stions which interest' 
|(Mirnalists and publicists, some of our 
guo-sts will be visiting Great Britain 
for the first time; others will be glad 
to renew their acquaintance with the 
Old Country. Vie hope that they will 
spend an enjoyable holiday, and carry 
back pleasant reminiscences of British 
hospitality; that they will have the op- 
liortunlty of inspecting tho naval, 
military and industrial resources of 
the Olil Country. ;ind that tliey will 
see soinetliing of our social life in Its 
liest aspeel.--. Clnests. and hosts h.ive 
aliU-o niiieh to li'arn from this mutual 
Int ereoursr'. and that tlie occa.sinn. if 
wi.oely nsi <1, will conduce to the unity 
anil solidarity of the l-'lmplre as a 
whole we entertain no doulU v.iiat- 
cver. 

No doul>t an exchange of views be- 
tv.-eon .^oiiie of the peo|5le who make 
tlie new.~papers of the Empire would 
(irove r\-i:eedingly valuable. Init even 
more valuable would be the opportun- 
ity afforded ty such a conference as 
is proposed in bringing Colonial news- 
paper men in touch with the condi- 
tions olitaining in the United Kingdom 
to a greater degree than Is-posslblo In 
any other way.

POLITICAL PEN PICTURES 



Some days ago tlie Colonist spoke of 
tlie elKiiige of tone on tile part of 
prominent Conservative riapers to- 
wards Mr. Clifford Slfton. Tho Mon- 
treal Gazette's Ottawa correspondent 
says that his is "the figure tliat 
st;inds out elearly amiil Ihe flotsam 
and jetsam of the sessional ruck." 
'i'lio correspondent speaks In high 
approval of the manner In which Mr. 
Slfton discussed public (luestlons. He 
is not \i r.\' hearty In liis coinnie'iula- 
tion of the legislation of the session, 
which ho describes as humdrum and 
parochial. He thinks that Mr. Bor- 
den lias made "peree^)tlble strides ;is 
a leader," iiiid that "there ^vas iiion'. 
vigor noticeable in his generalship 
and a decided grasp of public ques- 
tions." Ho does not think that the 
Conser\'at !\'e members, with tlie ex- 
ception oi -Mr. l'"oster, properly l)acked 
up tlioir leader. He says that among 
western Conservatives, Dr. Roche and 
Messrs. McCarthy and Lake have 
made till' liost impression. Among 
nieiiiber.4 of the government, the eoi-- 
ri'spondent gives the most credit to 
.Mr. Aylesworth. Whom he describes as 
an odd compound of "real statosman- 
shi|) and pii-ayunlsli iiolltics." He wns 
not iinpre.-ised with the figure cut by 
.Mr. Fielding during tho session. 
Sjieaklng of Mr. Fisher, ho describes 
him as "one of tho few able men of 
his iiarty," and he thinks Mr. Oliver 
much mellowed and very much loss 
wild and woolly than ho was, a couple 
of years ago. Mr. rPatersori .l8'(credlt- 
ed with a readiness to retire to the 
otlum cum dignltato affurded li.y tho 
.Senate, ;ind as to our own i-ei)ri.'seiita- 
tive, wo in-efvr to iiuote just what tho 
correspondent says, which Is as fol- 
lows:

If that respect has 
not been maintained and the man in 
tho street has eome to look upon the 
procoedlngs of the House of Commons 
as possessing the dignity of a travel- 
ing circus, tile onus rests first upon 
the man who in tin' session of '07-'0S 
shirked Ihe responsibility of keeping 
a eliecli rein upon its deliberatiims.

Iralia and the Chief Justice of Capo 
Colonj', ?or men like them must neces- 
sarily feel the responsibility id' tlieir 
utterances. in an editorial referenci! 
to tlieni the 'i'oronto Clode said: 

The most outstanding characteristic 
of all the addresses Was not lilslorieal 
renilniseenei', but proplielle outlook. 
'L'o this iierslstent attitude of h;arl r,r<-y 
Canadians have become so accustomed 
that we expect ;in cnitbiirst i^f eiieery 
but perfectly sane optimism whenever 
he rises to address us; but It Is some- 
what of a surprise to find the same 
note with ldlo.syncratlc variations from 
so many, visitors whoso present homes 
are separated In some cases by half of 
the eartli'.s circumference. Instead of 
self-.-iatisfaction the first feeling of 
every true Canadian will be that of 
solemnity and a serious determination 
to live up to tlie high responsibility 
wliicli always accompanies great op- 
portiniitic..!. It is our part to acce|>t 
'.'vltliout .-iffeetatlon the .iust praises 
lavlslied on the great Canadian states- 
men who anililst discouragement and 
tortui^lng uncertainty built up this con- 
federation, and, without knowing all 
tliey were accomplishing; set It on a 
pinnacle to guide ,our sister :c'olonlcs In 
Australia and South Africa through a 
like troublous experience to a like for- 
tunate outcome, and then to go about 
the performance of the duties devolv- 
ing on this gein'ration In such a spirit 
as will enable visitors halt a century 
hence to bestow like praise upon the 
statesmen of our own day.

NATIONAL PORTS. 

The Vancouver Province has an In- 
teresting artitdi' upon the nationaliza- 
tion of the jiort ot Vancouver. This 
i.s more practical than the suggestion 
of the World of that city as to a free 
iiort being est;ibllslied there, but the 
nationali;;ation of Vanconvi'r can only 
come .'ibout !is a part ot ii general 
policy for the natlonallsiation of all tho 
leading ports of the Dominion. It may 
be rememliered that the Royal Com- 
mlssiiin on Transiiortation recom- 
mended tills policy in Its report, and 
included In^ tho ports that ought to be 
nationalized both Victoria and Van- 
couver. Prob.ably Prince Ruiiert would 
put forward its claims v.hen any such 
policy should be determined upon, and 
It would be difficult to assign any 
reason why Vancouver or 'Victoria 
shinild be chosen for nationalization, 
and the terminus of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific be left out. 

What we understand by the natlon- 
ali-/.atlon of ports Is that tho govern- 
ment will charge itself with providing 
and inaintalaing all facilities needed 
for commerce, as well as tho provi- 
sion of pilotage. No one can very well 
tell In advance what Improvements 
and works of different kinds would 
bo called for In such an event. In the 
ca.so of Victoria, one of the features 
laid before the Transportation Com- 
mission was tho construction of a 
breakwater to Brolclilo Ledge, where- 
by erctensive .-ind admirable harbor 
facilities would be provided for ships 
of the largest tonnage at tho nearest 
fea.ilblo point to tho open ocean. 

AN'r' are glad that the Province has 
taken up the discussion of this ques- 
tion. Probably it Is much too soon to 
expect anything definite to come of it 
Just now, but It Is something that 
ought to be kept before tho public 
mind, tiur contemporary discusses It 
wholly from a Vancouver point of 
view, but such a change of policy and 
one Involving the expenditure of largo 
sums of money would hardly be nndcu-- 
laken by any go\-ernment solely In 
connection with any one city. Jt will 
liuve to be u general policy, or the 
country will not sanction It. 



The coniiUion of Dallas Road is little 
short of a civic disgr.ace. The foot- 
path from the western boundaries of 
Beacon Hill Park to Menzies Street 
could not be worse were Victoria a 
country village Instead of one of the 
leading tcnirlst resorts of Western 
Canada. In some places the walk is 
positively dangerous. There Is one place 
where the footpath has fallen away, and 
o(jo wonders Iiow some pedestrian 
going along after nightfall has not lost 
his life, as there Is a sheer fall of per- 
haps lifty feet to the rocks below. But 
proceeding westerly from this jioint, 
tho walk Is oVeri^rotVh H'lth bushes to 
an extent that'ev^lVth daylight one has 
dilllculty In following it. And to think 
that this has to He .-^aid of Victoria's 
chief scenic iironienade.

MOTOR DRIVERS BEAT 
OAK BAY BY-LAW 

Magistrate Holds That Driving 
Tlirough Municipality Not 



Maglstruto Jay yesterday dismissed 
the easo brought by the "municipality 
of Oak Bay atcainst Glover, a motor 
car driver, on tho chartre of liis having 
piled fur hire within tho Oak Bay 
INtunicljiality without having taken o\\t 
a license. The evidence In the caHO 
showed tliat tlio defendant wa.s a re'sl- 
d»nU of Victoria and liad taken a load 
O'i; pasaenger.'s aboard In Victoria and 
driven them to tho Wlilowa Hotel in 
Oak Bay, and afterwards brouglit theiu 
back to-tho city. 

Harry Lawson, of the Arm of Bod' 
well and Lawson, prosecuted for the 
maniclpality, and argued ^ that such 
a proceeding was In. contravention, of 
tho Oak Bay by-law, which forbids any 
motor plying for hire without having 
llrst taken out a license, iie argued 
tliat the fact of a hired motor passing 
througli the municipality with men 
aboard wlio luid hired it was plying 
for hire. J. A. Aikuian, for llie detfiise, 
-subniUtea thai plying tur hh'e cun.slsted 
in holding the motor car out for liire, 
which v.-as done In Victoria, and that 
when the niachlno was actually hired 
there was no further plying as long as 
the machine ri'iualned rented. 

In giving judgnienl tho magistrate 
referred to King vs. Woollatt, in wlilcli 
the chief Justice of Ontario held tliat a 
by-law which provided for the weigli- 
Ing of coal, within the city did "ot ap- 
ply to cases whoro the coal had Iji-en 
contracted for outside tho city llniU.^ 
and merely delivered within tho city. 
His Honor also cited the case of 
Clarke vs. Goodge, reported In 6 Law 
Iteports, Queen's Bencli, in wlilcli 
chief jusliee Cockburn said: 

"Where a person has a earrlage^eady 
for tlie conveyance of passengers in a 
place frequented by the public, he is 
plying for hire." 

In tile same' case Mr. Justice Lusli 
.said: "This carriage was awaiting the 
arrival of a train, in order to be hired 
by any person who might como by tho 
train. That Is plying for hire, within 
the^meanlng of this statute." 

In the same report Case vs. Storey, 
r_,aw Rep. 4, Ex, 31!), Is quoted. In that 
ease Ivelly, C.B., in hlsK judgment, said: 
■plying for hire must mean -that the 
carriage is to bo at tho disposal of any 
of t](c public who may think ill), to hire 
it." In tho present case tho evidence 
showed that tlie motor wiis not avall- 
atilo for hire Ijy anyone while wltliin 
tlie limits of the Oak liay Municipality. 

Concluding the niaglstr.ate said : "The 
defendent was no doubt iilylng for hire 
witiiin the city of A'lctorla, but not 
Within tlie limits of tlie municipality of 
O.'ik Bay. I think it would be a harsh 
construction of the by-law If a motor 
driver who piles for lilro In Victoria, is 
hired there and paid there, should liavc 
to pay an additional tax merely be- 
cause he, goes to Oak Bay and returns. 

Upon the dismissal of the case. Mr. 
Lawson announced that the other case.s 
would be withdrawn, but asked liis 
honor for a written Judgment as tho 
nnmlcipallty Intended , to tako a test 
case to the higher courts. 



AOAIN UNDER CANVAS 

Annual Camp Instituted at Ma- 
cauly Point— One Company 
at Esquimalt 



The Fifth regiment, R.C.A., went 
Into camp on Sunday. Tho reghnent 
paraded at tho drill hall at lu a.m., 
and headed by the regimental band, 
marched by way of Government street 
to Pembroke street, wlicre It "en- 
trained" for Macauley Point and 
Ksquimalt. No. 2 and No. 3 com- 
panies debarked at Lampson street 
and marched to Macauley plains, 
wliere the quartermaster's department 
liad raised tho tents and marquees 
and made camp in readiness for the 
coming of tho two companies. There 
were, In consequence, no teiit-pUclilng 
cijnipetitlons this year. No. S com- 
pany wont on to Estiulmalt and took 
up its quarters In one of the big 
abandoned barracks of the na\al 
yard. This is a new features of thi.s 
year's annual camp. No. l com- 
pany^ Instead of going under canvas 
with the two other companies at Ma- 
cauley plains, and working with a 
battery of antiquated thu tei n [,ound- 
ers while the other garrison eoni- 
panles worked with tho six-inch dis- 
ajipearing gun.s of llie fortress, \s now 
no longer a Held artillery unit. Its 
work hereafter ii to be to man the 
anto-torpedo pieces of tho defences of 
Victoria. The gunners of No. 1 
company will work on the iwelve- 
pounder qulck-liring guns enii>i;,ced 
at Black Rock and Duiitzo Head to 
protect the entrance to the harbor, 
and \vhlle, in tlieory, tittempts .-ir,; be- 
ing made after nightfall to niak(; a 
dasli Into tho liarljor by torpedo boat^, 
tlie gunners of No. 1 company will 
man the quick-firing guns lu r,.])ol 
such attacks. bearclillght will also 
bo used in all probability. 'J'he bar- 
racks used by this company are most 
comfortable, being provided with cots 
and all barracic-room impedimenta, 
and tho officers' quarters have all the 
comforts of homo. Meanwliilo 1; 
and No. 3 companies wlU live under 
canvas, and spread on Maeauli'y 
])laln3 are rows of tlie usual niiiitary 
tents. At one side are ilui ofticers' 
(luartcrs, with a big marquee Ujv the 
offlccrs moss. Beyond tho men's 
encampment, too, are the tents of the 
sergeants mess, with 'y;omfortahle 
maniuees. In the centre of the 
camp, whore, from !i flag jjolo Hies Uie 
Union Jack, is the notice board where 
the adjutant prints his dally bulletins, 
and where the camp police assemble 
to., receive their dally Instruction. Mr. 
Fredericks, tho same caterer who' iiad 
charge of messing tho camp, is again 
In charge this year. He has erected 
his mess tents, cook houses, etc. and 
witii himself and wife in cliarge at 
^racauIoy plains and assistants at the 
n,i.val yards, oxpocls to give the same 
satisfaction that ho gave last year. 

Tho parade state of tho reghnent, 
while none too strong, showed tliat a 
number of recruits liad recently been 
put on the atrtugtli. in order to 
strengthen the regiment the officers 
have recently been "weeding out" the 
delinquents and all who fall to tako 
the requisite amount of lntere.<,t In 
training. The parade state showed 
a total of 225 men on Sunday. Nc.

Tile magistraSe imposed a ilno of 
?10, granting two weeks time for pay- 
ment to give tlme':for an appeal. - 

Nest came Beard, 'the wrestler, who 
was charged with hd.vlilg' stolen 
goods in his possession In the shape 
of a camera tripod belonging fo Chas. 
Smith. Originally Beard was repre- 
sented by George Morphy, Who an- 
nounced that his client would enter a 
plea of guilty ami asked the justices, 
wlio were silting during the magls- 
trate','^ absence owing to indisposition, 
to pass sentence lit once. As, how- 
ever, Mr. Jay liad already convicted 
Beard^ on a charge of sleaiiiig, the 
Justices refused to try the case or 
tako the plea. Then J. A. Alkman 
came into the case and .secured a 
couple of remands to enable him to 
get certain evlrlcnce for' tha defence. 
These were granted, but-:Mr. Alkman 
Withdrew from the ca.'jc also. 

When asked to ])lead yosterdav, 
Board said he did not know, not hav- 
ing any coun.sel, wliether ho should 
lHoad guilty or not guilty. The prose- 
cutor asked the bebch to tell him to 
plead not guilty If ho werb Innocent 
Of the offence charged. Flijally he de- 
cided to plead guilty.' 

In describing tho cli-cumstanccs, Mr. 
Smith said the accused came into his 
store with several others and after 
they had gone he missed the tripod, 
which was of an unusual make, and, 
he beihn-od, the only one of its kind In 
tho city, A few days after the ac- 
cused and hi,s friends came into tho 
st.jre again. AVhile still in the back 
of thi' store he heard one ot them 
say, "Let's steal sometliing," At that 
moment he came out and the remark 
Was turned off as a Joke, After they 
had gone, tnt found that the case be- 
longing to tho tripod had also been 
taken. 

Beard made a statement to tho effect 
thatJho tripod and case had been 
givenr to him by a friend for safe 
keeping, and that was all ho knew 
about It. Tiio prosecution had a num- 
ber of witnesses in court to prove 
that sever.il other articles found In the 
man's room had also been stolen, but 
on the plea of guilty being entered 
their evidence was not called for. 

Magistrate Jay Imposed a sentence 
of tlire... months hnrd labor to start 
upon tile comiiletion nf liis term of 
three months for stealing. Tlio tripod 
Was nrdere<l returned to Mr. Smith, 
and as the accused had told the jiolice 
to give the other articles back to 
tiicir rightful owners a similar order 
Was made In those eases also. 

William Lamlo pleaded guilty to a 
clKirgo«ot stoaiing a watch and chain 
worth 115 from an Indian woman 
named Susan. It socms that ho wont 
to see tho woman on tho reserve on 
.Sunday with a friend, and picked up 
tlie watcli which waa lying on the 
t;il)l". Tie afterward.M gave. It to a 
friend v.iio returned II. Lamie .said 
he was drunk at the linie, or ho would 
not li.-ive done it. He was sentenced 
to three months with hard lalior.

DEATH BY DROWNING

Caught In the thick kelp along the 
shoru Just a short distance beyond 
Macaulay point where Companies No. 
i! and 3, i^ifth licglmont are at present 
in camp. Sergeant Murdock Isaac 
Murray, a member of tho Canadian 
Garrison Artillery, was drowned about 
ti:3t) o'clocic on Sunday evening wliUe 
swimming alone. Whetlier lie wua 
seized with a cramp or became en- 
tangled in the kelp and tiiuB lost hls 
life is not certain, but ho never vWho 
to the surface and when discovered 
the' body was lying In gltiout alirfeet 
of water and partly stirrounded bir a 
mass of tho seaweed. 

Sergeant Mui-ray, who v.'as not a 
good awdmmer, had been in tho habit 
of >athing from this spot In company 
with a friend, but on Sunday evening 
ho had gone out alone. Ho iiad been 
In swimming for some time when iio 
dived from off a rock, A girl nearby 
saw'iilm and when he failed to come 
to tile surface she became alarmcid 
and ran to call for liol|), but AValter 
Liiney, a ten-year-old lad, v.dio had 
also seen Murray dive and noticed 
that ho did not como to the surface, 
rushed along the shore and notified 
Mr. Fraser of the B. C. Marine Rail- 
way, and Charles Fisher, mato of the 
steamer Leebro, both of wlBfifl were 
at Mr. Fisher's camp in the Immediate 
vicinity of the spot where the drown- 
ing look place. Both gentlemen juade 
all h.'isto to the spot wliere thoy could 
see the body lying on tho bottom of 
the ocean. By this time several mem- 
bers of the Fifth lieglment .-irrlved on 
the scene and tho body was brought 
to the shore where William S. Hturie, 
of the Fifth Regiment endeavored to 
roscuscitato the drowned mtin by 
means of artltlcal respiration, but 
without success. Dr. Robertson had 
in tho meantime been summoned and 
made a remarkably quick Journey in 
an auto to the spot but . despite every 
oftort to bring Murray around liolp 
had arrived too late. 

Yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clocic an 
inquest Was held by the coroner, Dr. 
Hart, at Work Point barracks, when 
tlie jury, after hearing the evidence 
of several witnesses, roturnod a ver- 
dict of accidental death. The jury 
consisted of Arthur Bradley, Georgo 
Gilman, Fredericlt Jones, Sergeant T. 
Blair, .Sergeant H. Prior and Sergeant 
AVilUam Molt, foreman. 
' The late Sergeant Murray was 
twenty-five years of age and was serv- 
ing his second term of enllstmont in 
the Canadian permanent forces. lie 
came liere from Halifax a little loss 
than a year ago where ho hud served 
for some years. Ho w.as ..fl. native of 
Pictou, Nova Scotia, and had no re- 
latl'N^es In this country. He was a 
f^iVprlte with his fellow soldiers who 
feel /keenly the sudden death of ono

MINISTER OF JUSTICE 
PROVES EASY GAME 

Pardoned Pickpocket Steals 
Again and Gets Peiiiten^ 
tiary Sentisnce 



Information wus received yesterday 
by the police from Seattle, which 
shows liow easy it sometimes is lo 
work upon tlic feelings of the minis- 
ter ot just'-ce and also of the danger 
of Interfering \\lth the actions of the 
courts on the spot. 

About a year ago an American pick- 
pocket named .iohii L. Hayes was 
caught plying his trade while Die fair 
wus Itl progress here last fall. He put 
up a strong fight, and when tlie evi 
dence was found to be overwhelming 
wept bitterly for mercy, telling Judge 
Lampman that If ho were let out on 
suspended sentence that he would go 
back home and bring up his children 
in the fear of God. In support of his 
jdea for mercy, liis counsel, J. A. 
Aiknian, read a letter from a woman 
in Minneapolis, calling liersolf ills wlfo 
and saying that she was In destitute 
circumstances and dependent solely on 
lier husband. Ho also read a tclo- 
grani, which the prisoner had received 
tliat day s.iying that a child had been 
born to th.; ])air. Judge Lampman, 
iiowoyer, sentenced tiie man to eighteen 
months in jail. 

After he was incarcerated tho man 
pretended to go insane, thougli he 
speedily recovered when he found tlmt 
being temporarily transferred to tim 
asylum -did not help him niuch. All 
the time the supposed Wife continued 
10 write pathetic letters, although the 
police had made enquiries wlilch 
■showed that there was no such person 
in tile .Mlnnoaiiolis directory, and that 
the address from which the letters pur- 
ported to come, did not exist. l"'inally 
the woman turned her batteries on 
the mluistt'r of Jusllce, representing 
that she had two babies and no money 
.and that they would starve if lier 
husband were not released. 

Tho minister of justice appears to 
have been greatly impressed by these 
epistles and not long ago ordered the 
man's release. 

Hayoa Immediatoly , returned to So- 
atllc and to his old practices. Appar- 
ently lie is somewhat of a bungler for 
he was almost Immedlivtely arrested 
fpr picking pockets, and yesterday the 
police received Information that he bad 
been sentenced to a term of imprlson- 
meht In the penitentiary of tho state 
of Washington. 



Permit for Dwelling

In 1900, deter- 
mined to follow In her husband'.i steps, 
and to make. If possible, the geogra-

U'hia heart. The portrait at the begln- 
hlni; of thc book reveals a refined 
and delicate looking lady, with whom 
it is dlflicull to associate at llrst sight 
tlie i]rivatloiis of such tin enterpi-lse. 
Jl is a wonderful story which she has 
to tell, and It is told with modesty ai\d 
clo.'trness. 'I'lie seconii Hubbard Kx- 
IJcdHion, which this reniarkalilii wo- 
man led, imlike the lir.'it, liiid great 
geogriiphlcai results. It was made in 
eiinoes atul the lady's only companions 
were Oeorgi> lOlson, u loyal servant of 
lier luishfuid. who bronglit back his 
body and the pliotograiihs wdnlch ho 
had made; a rjusslan half-breed, a 
(.Ireel: Indian and an lO.sklmo yoiitli. 
They started In two canoes on July 
27, fully armed and currying jjrovlu- 
Jona and scicntinc Iiistrumorfts, to 



cross uncharted- lakes and lo explore 
two unknown rivers, a hazarduous 
journey through hundreds of miles, 
with rajiids to encounter, and wilder- 
ness perils of all sorts to brave, if 
the men had not been consunnite- mast- 
ers In the art of managing tlie boats, 
ilrs. Hubbard would not havt- li\'ed to 
tell tho tule, but they were bardj-, re- 
solute fellows, eqliul to any (-mergency, 
and though they had to race against 
time in view of thc approaching wint- 
er, the expedition was a success, not 
merely In the personal but tho sclontl- 
lie sense.

mentary schools. Children,, girls as 
well as boys, need thp Inlluence of 
strong, polished men In their early 
school life. It: Is not a tpiestlon of 
comparing the work done In school 
by a womtvn with that done by n man; 
It Is not li question of comparison at 
all, for th6 child needs both the wo- 
man and thi> man In its training. Kach 
has something to give to the young 
eharacler, and the great trouble with 
our svstein Is that there , is too little 
often Hone at all, ot the male in- 
lluence In the elementary stage' ot' our 
school life. 

Tile writer then goes on to argue 
that it will be imi.ossll)le to get 
teacliers of the best class to devote 
their lives to this worlc unless they 
ari> better paid. He says: 
' .\s was said above, tho Increased 
cost of living demands an Increase 
In salaries. .Simple Justice, to the 
teachers, demands : It; -, All these rea- 
sons . ha.ve been urged ■ time and time 
again; but. It is tho effect of low 
salaries on the personnel of tho teach- 
ing force which should bring homo tho 
need of a change. There is just one 
way to secure for our public schools 
tlK'". high-grade, college-trained men 
for whom educational leaders arc call- 
ing. That way Is— to offer the teacher 
a fair living salary, and to make 
teaching worth while.

shown has produced' great Improve- 
ment In'these fabrics. The beautiful 
needlework of the Russian and Gall- 
clan women, so snltabli> as adornment 
for the wov<m fabrics have also been 
exhibited and there is no doubt that 
during the long winters this work will 
give occupation and prove a source of 
incomi- to these immigrants which will 
add much to their comfort and con- 
tentment. 

There are among women of iCngllsh 
and Irish birth and descent, many 
v.-ho excel in the art of making . beau- 
tiful laces. These are exhibited In the 
rooms iif the association and llml pur- 
chasers among wealthy citizens and 
visiloi-s t(j Toronto, 

Hut the association aims at more 
than encouraging arts which, though 
beautiful, are valued chlelly for Ibelr 
usefulness and I'or the income they 
will bring to tho.se who are prolielent 
in them. I'"or six years the Art Study 
club has been engaged In trying to 
undersl.ind and apiireclate tho art of 
the Italian, (.'.erman and Flemish 
i-enai.---,sani'e. Photographs have been 
collected, foreign galleries visited and 
lectures given by its mnmbors and 
others Interested. There Is too a I>ife 
Study and Sketching club, which has 
done good work. 

Hut perhaps equally valuable work 
Is done by the loan exhlljitors of really 
good pictures and other works of art 
which are shown In the galleries be- 
longing to the association from time 
to time. In this new country, so few 
of us have an opportunity of si eliig 
really good plcture.i that any public 
collection, however small, would he .'i 
source! of help and insiilratlon. A 
br:inch of the Woman's Art assnclit- 
tlon is tibout to bi- formed In Vtm- 
eimver. Would ;iny good purpose ho 
served by adding such a society to 
tho man.y women's enterprises already 
established In Victoria?

Tho flr.<!t to 
be sold was Black KniKht. who went 
for £92. This Was not so bad, though 
it was said that a hor.^e like the 
Black Knight could not havo been had 
I for less than £200 a, few yours tigo. 
It was, however, one ot the highest 
figures reacheil. soon a pretty horse 
caller Rory 0'.Mo;-e ivent for only £44, 
and tho prices stUi eaino down. Cork 
was sold for .Ciis, iirown Bread for 
£29, a fine carriage horso for .C27. aiul 
another for £17. "Heavens!" some 
one "exclaimed, • "horsC'f o£ the Pau 
Hunt, perfectly sound and safe to ride 



or .drive, fflven away for £1V, .C-0 
and £30." ' 

"There is tho effect ot tho auto- 
mobile on our trade," rnmarked one 
dealer In despair. But one was doomed 
to see still lower records, wlnm it sec- 
ond batch ot fine-looking cobs .and 
hunters used for riding after hounds, 
many ot tl'O'U still young and appar- 
ently in good condition, wiis brought 
under the timnnier. Five of thont went 
for less i]Min j:20 cacli. At that rate 
one could nowadays purchase In Parks 
a pair of carriage hordes with a pedi- 
gree for less than £iO, and for an- 
other £10 or £20 get the carrlagi; Into 
the bargain. Impressions of this sale 
were confirmed later by the figures 
reached at Tattersall's Paris mart, 
where, ainong others, W'ater Ijlly was 
sold for £^1, Seaford for £20, and 
I.anford Iviiss for .1:31. If blood stock 
is sold at NUch prions, what should 
be paid for a ooniinon hack or cab 
horse'.' perhaps £5 would bi^ a suffi- 
cient prk-e for these out-of-date cre;i- 
tures, and owing to tho automobile, 
which, it has been said with apparent 
truth, is "slaying the horses." — London 
Telegraph- 

Uove and the Novel 

Playwrights have been advised by 
serious dramatic critics to try new 
veins and plots, with the sentimental 
or romantic element cither wholly 
absent or flrmly sub-ordlnatod to other 
intereslH and passions. The ground 
for llilH advice Is not the decline of 
romance, but the exhaustion of all the 
possible ' variations and situations In 
which love figures as the central mo- 
tive. 

And now a fjondfin reviewer di- 
rects attention to an .iliegcd .-inti-ro- 
inanlic .-irid aiiti-sentlniental tendency 
In fiction- l^dltors tuid jiuhlishers he 
reports, are calling for novels and 
stories without a "love Interest," and 
readers .are ceasing to demand roman- 
tic action ot their favorite heroes and 
heroines. He continues: 

Well, early Victorian novelists were 
not expected to write about anything 
else, but now we havo motor cars and 
ever so iTiany things to put into nov- 
els. Life, wp are told, has become not 
only Ip.s;) lel.surely but more scientific, 
and more serious, an^ a mere old- 
fashioned "love Interest" is "hoff." 
Isn't it a little tragic, though? 

It would bo tragic If it were gener- 
al and promised to be lasting. But 
experience has taught one to discount 
heavily all such antl-romantic tenden- 
cies. Motor cars and flying machines, 
high finance and reform zeal, science 
and strenuous Industry are not chang- 
ing humi'n nature In its fundamental 
ciualltles. 'I'lio lover is still supreme In 
tl-ie affections of the world, and love 
Is still the most Interesting thing in 
life. E.s'plorers, soldiers, crusaders, 
engineers "fall" and are led to the al- 
t;ir after the fa.shlon of the common 
mortuls and not even the most Intense 
excitement of the jjursult of glory, 
wealth and power will cause the bright 
eyes and dimples and smiles of women 
to lose their ' charm for conquering 
man. / 

Asi< tnc naturalists, ask the philoso- 
phers, til" cynics, thc Iconoclasts. Ask 
Bernard Shaw, whoso latest play cov- 
ors'the whole subject of "Getting Mar- 
ried." If there really Is an anti-love 
tendency fiction, !t Is sure to prove 
a nine-clay wonder. It Is safe to pre- 
dict that III a few weeks the English 
reviewers Will again be discussing the 
' i-evlv.ai of romance." You have to 
abolish love In life before you can. 
eliminate It from the novel and tho 
play. 

PAYING BY CHEQUE IN BRITAIN. 

Kind of References Required to Open 
Account in That Country. 

"I like the American custom of car- 
rying m'"'<'y loo.se in the jjocket," said 
D. li. bieban, a retired banker of T>mi- 
don. "[n Rngiand genllenien and bnsl- 
mess men carry very Utile money 
with them. Nearly everything is paid 
for by cheque, excepL of course, money 
enough to pay tho small Incidental ex- 
penses of a day. 

"If a infi'i Koes into a store to buy a 
hat he does not pay money for it, but 
gives a cheque. If he Is dining at a 
public place he very likely pays for 
his meal with a cheque. The system of 
credit tn England Is different to that 
In this country, and the mere fact that 
a man has an account at the hank 
serves to Klve him standing." 

"One cannot open an account with a 
hank In England merely by carr>ing 
money to tho bank and depositing 1'.;. 
He must 'I'^ve two flrst-class refer- 
ences before a /.ink will accept his ac- 
count, .-i>"l when reference Is given It 
means that the persona giving it 
would «»ndorse or stand for the person 
to Whom It Is given. 

"A ref"''*'iico In England means more 
than a nu'rc phrase. Cheques on banks 
In England camiot be obtained for the 
mere asking, and a man must have an 
account 'n order \o get cheques from 
anv bank. They cannot hi' plcki'd up 
on bank counters or in public places. 

Private accounts In ]?ngllsh banks 
are not accepted unless they are jiaid 
for. the Kener;il charge being .$50 a 
year. There are one or two b,-inks in 
iv.n.g'lajid .whicli discriminates care- 
fi'illy ill "le a<:cnunts they accept that 
when a person is fortunate enough to 
be perni'tted to open an account with 
thein lie can get credit In any city In 
England or tho continent of Europe." 
— Waslilnston Post.

Spain to ReBtore Forests. 

Spain needs trees and purposes, If 
suggestions are executed, to grow for- 
ests of pulpwood anfl other quick- 
growing specimens of forest timber. 
Spain is as large as Pennsylvania, 
Marj'land, Pelaware, West Virginia, 
Virginia and North Carolina, ''but its 
forests hav^ tout one-fourth th^e ex- 
tent of West Virginia alone, and much 
of these arc only scrub thickets of 
lioor kind. 

The country's population is thought 
not to exceed one-tlilrd what it once 
wa.s and could be again. Much of tho 
denuded land Is absolutely barren, -Willi 
a red rock laid bare where agriculture 
once flourished. Hills whose rounded 
forms indicate they onco supported 
forests are hald and dry now and with- 
out Inhabitants. 

In .some locallticH xieasants with 
hammers pulveri;;e rooks and make lit- 
tle patches of soil for gardoiis. At 
present the most valuahlo forest pro- 
duct Is cork, the annual output beinpr 
:!0,000 tons. The cork forests are go- 
iiifT the way of all tho other Spanish 
fore-sts and for the same reason, want 
of care. 

l''or(?sters declare there la no reason 
for Spain not being- ahle to do what 
her next door neighbor, I'Taiice, has 
done, cover Iter barren places with 
groves and thus restore the Holl, abato 
Hoods, mltig.ato droughts, provide em- 
ployment for many and furnish raw 
materials for factories.

Flax Handllna Improvement, 
A resident of Long Bennington, Lin- 
colnshire, has, says the Uulted States 
Consular and Trade Reporter of July 

11, invented a process whereby that 
quality of flax fiber which has always 
been cast asidt: or destroyed as worth- 
less may bo bleached and turned Into 
a valuable commodlv.v. The nature of 
the process is kejit secret, but the 
samples sliowii as ]iroduets of the in- 
vention seem to fully sustain the 
claims. According to the explanations, 
the inventor operates particularly on 
fiber resulting from fla.x grown for 
linseed oil. While connected with a 
Canadian flax-growing firm, which 
used the fiber chiefly for making blnd- 
<-> twine, an attempt to bleach this 
fiber suggested to the inventor the pos< 
sibilitles of the process. He returned 
to Nottingham, where the facilities for 
experimenting M'ith bleaching were 
better, and now claims that his process 
Is successfiil. Of two samples of the 
product ,ihown one is practically as 
white and fine as cotton. This Is 
claimed to have all the hygienic ad- 
vantages of linen over cotton as well 
as much greater absorbent power. Tho 
other sample Is creamlsh hucd, v.'itli :i 
long, lough staple resembling coarse 
thread. This and similar results of the 
process, the Inventor says, can bo used 
for wiiste, for boxes of railroad car 
wheels, for gim cotton, upholstery 
work, etc. A great difllcull'y encount- 
ered by the Inventor v/as the straw 
in the flax fibre, but after many t;-lals 
and failures he Anally discovered a 
chemical process whereby the straw 
was dissolved to a minimum. As' tici 
cost of the process no direct statement. 
Is made, hut the inventor says jthat 
the flax flbre can be bleached at, less 
cost than that of bleaching cotton.

The skipper hecamo crazy he- 
fore ho reached the lirjspilal, T was in 
the ho.spltal 17 day.s, Tho first and 
second mates, five apprentice boys, 
carpenter, .s'teward and eight sailors 
were lost, besides the captain's wife 
and daughter."

The Provincial government has lost 
no time In responding to the called- 
for assistance from l-'ernle. Premier 
JIcBrldo got his lirsl news of the 
dj.'^aster from tlii,- coluiiui.s of the Col- 
onist on iiunday morninK. He im- 
mediately got in touch with tin- Hun. 
iJi: Young, and the two went out to 
Finncrty'.s iJcaoh, where dipt. Tat- 
low wa.s spending the week end, and 
a quoruin heins thus pre.^ent, an exe- 
cutive nit-'etinu was at once held. 

As a result of their (lidllieration.s It 
was decided to wire the govorninent 
agents at Cranbrook and l'''ernio to 
do everything possible to aid those In 
nced^ of assistance and to co-operate 
ivith any relief committees that might 
fee formed.

It was given in hasto and perluips in 
some displeasure, but It was given by 
the board and net by any one member 
of tliat board. i do not know who con- 
stitutes the board: 1 l<now a few share- 
hoUIei's — at one time J kiU'W only uiie, 
the late .Mr. I'earce. .Ml those I know 
— men ;iud womcTi — are ul' sueli sta:iillng 
that our water coiiimissloiK.-r will :iot 
soli his fingers If he speaks most civil- 
ly, to thein. / 

I know tho board are disposed to tfi. 
consider certain points and to make 
alterations whlcli may be considerable. 
Unee bi-fin-e I was entrusted with a 
stati:iiieiit iiili-nded for tlio council. 1 
iisi.'d my discri^tion and infornii'd a 
prominent member, but, Instead of 
thanks for th.; information, i was asked 
why any one iias given that infornia- 
tluji to nicl That was all the tliaid«j 
I got .Now, if I were a l)n.\-.'r :nid if 
1 wei e wisi' and not cranky, I should 
say ••thank you" and reccuisUler the 
situation. Tliere Is a sioiil.ir situation 
now — I hope sensible inMipb' will liiliilcl 
1 am right. 1 do not expect we will K,<t 
quite the same offer wlileli tlie council 
were foOUsh enough to'iefiis/ some time 
ago. Wn expected to get the use of the 
reservoirs for nothing — or ne.\t to notii- 
ing. If we had got tne bare site — tho 
laud — we would have required to spend 
a large sum to make the reservoirs anil 
Ultehes. 

At this point, on Saturday night I 
have read tho Times; 1 do not see but 
that the present council are responsible 

for the steps which have been taken.

None of tie- new men took 
the trouble to see eith.'r .\Ir, Luliln' or 
any member of the water company 
bo.ird 111 a friendly way. liy a' vote of 
a majority of one they di-cided not to 
do so. I may state here what I have 
written privately, that 1 was surprised 
our de'puty mayor had not gone into the 
cluestion on ills own account.' Ho is a 
man of action; J don't for a moment 
think be Is doing anytliing which he 
does not consider (pilte rights — still, 1 
say in public what 1 have written pri- 
vately. I do not want to be personal, 
but 1 cannot undccstand why wc should 
buy the . water power which tho city 
sells to the cur company. It is simply

From the official returns of the 
board of trade, it is a comparatively 
simple imiller to ascertain the extent 
of the shortage in Imported meat sup- 
plies to Great Britain. ]3xi)ressod in 
the briofe-st form, says the Jlcat 
Trades Journal, the deUciency in cat- 
tle is -IM per cent, compared with, the 
first six inont'ns of last year, and 33% 
per cent, compartni with 1900. In sheep 
wc have received ;i7 ])er cent, less than 
in 1907, and 4(1 per cent, less than in 
IDUU. Taking the imports of fresh beef 
the net shortage on tlu^ si.x months i.s 
only t;o per cent,, but this has resulted 
from the fact that the imports of frozen 
and chilled beef from Argentina have 
been heavy enough to balance the do 
llclency hi tho shipments from United 
States, New Zealand and "other coun- 
tries," Tho decrease In the case of 
tlie former country is quite 42 per 
cent. When' contrasted wltji the first 
six months of 1907, and almost 38 per 
cent, below the weight of fresh beef 
sent us In tlrst -six months of 1906 
Coming to frozen mutton a closer ex- 
amination of the returns shows us that 
we have received 11 per cent, less this 
year than w« did last year, notwith- 
standing Increased supplies from Hol- 
land and "other countries." Tho short- 
ago In Now Zealand frozen mutton and 
lamb H 31 per cent,, and from Aus- 
tralia fully 14 per cent., while Argen- 
tina, (including Uruguay) also drop- 
ped off to tho extent of 56 per cent. 
In fresh pork although supplies from 
tho United States, Belgium, and 
"other countries" In each Instanco 
show an Increasing weight, yet It was 
not enough to compensate for the 
diminished exports from Holland; and 
the result Is that over the period dealt 
with there Is a decrease of nearly G'/j 
per cent, comparod with the tlrst vix 
months of 1907, but an increase over 
1006 of quite 15 per cent. It will thus 
bi" .soon that on every item of imported 
fresh moats— live and dead — there has 
been a decided falllng-off, varying In 
degree from the substantial llguros re- 
presenting the decline in live anUnals, 
to the mere' fractional difference in 
beef. The monetary value of these 
imports is quito two millions.
